Under current law the Nebraska Environmental Trust Board must have an affirmative vote of not fewer than eight members to deviate
from the rating subcommittee’s recommendation of funding for projects under their review. LB 366 would strike this provision.

It appears this would allow a majority of the members present to vote to deviate from the subcommittee’s recommendation. For
example, if only ten members were present a majority of six could vote to change the recommendation.

How this may affect the selection of projects to receive funding is indeterminate since Board approval of the subcommittee’s
recommendation cannot be forecast. However, since the bill does not change the amount of Environmental Trust Fund money available
for projects, only potentially which projects receive the available money, there is no fiscal impact.
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COMMENTS

Explanation of Estimate:
The proposed Iegislation appears to allow a simple majority vote of the Nebraska Environmental Trust Board

for action related to grant approval. The current language requires avote of not fewer than 8 board members
to deviate from the subcommittee’s recommendations.

No fiscal impact is determinable.
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
